Election/Restrictions

access to a storage device classified in class 71 1 , subclass 154. 



1. Claims 14-17 and 20 link(s) inventions I and II. The restriction requirement 
between the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), 
claims 14-17 and 20. 

2. Claims 18-19 link(s) inventions I and III. The restriction requirement between the 
linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claims 18-19. 

Upon the allowance of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the 
linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise 
including all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be entitled to 
examination in the instant application. Applicant(s) are advised that if any such claim(s)

In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the claims are not directed to a 
system method for data transferring. The subcombination has separate utility such as 
dynamically appending command chains for controlling a disk drive. 
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5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, 
along with the search required for Group I is not required for Group II; 
the search required for Group I is not required for Group III; and 

the search required for Group II is not required for Group III, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
